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Aluminum 
Ban Seen 
In January 


2 0 0 Civilian 
Items Affected 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 — The 
National 
Production 
Authority 
said today the government may 
ban the use of aluminum in the 
manufacture of 200 civilian pro­ 
ducts in January to keep essen­ 
tial defense industries running. 
A comprehensive 
study 
of 
the critical aluminum shortage 
has been ordered by Defense 
Produc t i o n 
Administrator 
Manly Fleischmann and offi­ 
cials say he may curb alumi­ 
num supplies to producers of 
windows, baby carriages, ash 
trays and similar items. 
Fleischmann took the action 
on the heels of a warning by De­ 
fense Mobilizer Charles E. Wil­ 
son that the power shortage in 
the Pacific Northwest may re­ 
duce the nation’s aluminum sup­ 
ply 20 percent in the next six 
months. 
NPA officials said they are 
considering every conservation 
measure possible including a re­ 
duction in the amount of alumi­ 
num the Defense Department re­ 
quires to 
carry 
out 
its 
pro­ 
grams.

• 
AN AGENCY spokesman said: 
"We have made no decision on 
the question as 
yet. 
We 
may 
have to prohibit the use of alum­ 
inum in some items or we may 
find a way to keep those manu­ 
facturers operating on a starva­ 
tion basis, at least." 
Early this year, NPA issued 
orders banning aluminum in the 
200 civilian products but the di­ 
rective was cancelled following 
strong protests 
from 
industry 
and members of Congress. 
NPA officials said that despite 
the Northwest power shortage 
problem the agency would have 
had to curb aluminum use early 
next year because of huge de­ 
fense demands. By the middle of 
1952, however, they are looking 
for substantial aluminum relief 
Since production operations 
have already been set-up for 
the test of this yeaf, an alum­ 
inum curbing order can not be­ 
come effective until January I, 
they said, 
adding, 
however, 
that Fleischmanns study may 
result in measures less dras­ 
tic than a complete ban.

tivity of the thyroid gland—and 
the list goes on.

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COLLEGES AND BUDGETS 
DIRE prophecies as to how higher insti­ 
tutions of learning would be affected in the 
collegiate year now getting under way 
have not been borne out by the facts. That 
is not to say that the situation is not ser­ 
ious as concerns privately maintained in­ 
stitutions, as contrasted with those sup­ 
ported by tax funds. But the impact of 
higher prices and the draft has not been 
as great as was feared. 
There were predictions that freshman 
classes would show a falling off of from 20 
to 50 per cent. The probability is that the 
figure is nearer IO. Privately endowed col­ 
leges and universities are in a position 
where decreased enrollment and loss of tu­ 
ition, can mean the difference between 
balanced budgets and operating on a defi­ 
cit. There will undoubtedly be more fund- 
raisig campaigns among alumni. 
Tuition today at outstanding institutions 
is so high that it cannot be raised without 
defeating its own purpose. The alternative 
would seem to be a lessening of services 
other than purely educational that now are 
afforded. An instance in point is Yale’s 
“austerity” program in which maid service 
in dormitories has been discontinued and 
the students are called upon to do their 
own cleaning up. 
Most college faculties have been reduc­ 
ed in numbers, but that reduction is not 
as great as had been expected. Many in­ 
structors who had been prepared to seek 
other occupations have been retained. The 
Cis who earlier availed themselves of the 
educational privileges under their Bill of 
Rights are almost gone. 
There is no doubt this will be a hard year 
for the private institutions, but at least not 
as hard as had been expected. 


HAVE A MEAL OF ACID 
SCIENTISTS seem to be possessed of an 
obsession to do something about the world’s 
“ food shortage.” Every day one of them 
comes up with a new' announcement on the 
subject—despite the fact that the Ameri­ 
can farmer has demonstrated food can be 
produced in plentiful supply if people are 
willing to work. 
The latest is Dr. E. V. McCollum, profes­ 
sor emeritus of biochemistry at John’s 
Hopkins University. He says the world’s 
food shortage will be ended by isolation of 
pure amino acids—the makeup of proteins. 
If one pure acid is added to the diet of 
animals, Dr. McCollum said, they can be 
fed feathers, wool, hair or any “indigest­ 
ible food” and grow bigger. 
Dr. McCollum is called the father of vita­ 
mins A and D and was a co-discoverer of 
vitamin A-l. His 50 years ol work on sep­ 
aration of the 23 known amino acids is 
nearly complete, he revealed. Then, per­ 
haps, food will come in the form of jellied 
acid.

They picked up 
Wendell Willkie and fell flat with him. 
Tw ice the banner was entrusted to Tom 
Dewey, but his salesmanship was inade­ 
quate. 
Many of these Republican businessmen 
are now turning to General Eisenhower be­ 
cause they assume that his name is a won­ 
derful trademark. They do not pretend to 
be sure that he is a Republican; they do 
not know what his program for interna­ 
tional relations or the domestic economy 
may be. They put it on the line that no one 
can defeat Ike. 
I have heard that twice before. No one 
was supposed to be able to defeat Willkie. 
In those days, I was very close to the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
you can hardly imagine the optimism that 
exuded from every industrialist’s pore. But 
Roosevelt defeated Willkie and if the truth 
must be told, the fact that large numbers 
of Republicans did not vote that year play­ 
ed a part in the defeat. The same kind of 
optimism was evident when Dewey ran 
against Truman. In fact, the news that 
Dewey was defeated sounded unbelievable. 
The answer may be that the Republicans 
have had no program since 1932. “Me-too- j 
ism” produces nothing substantial. If there 
is no objection to the guiding principles of 
the Truman administration, why not vote i 
for Truman? Eisenhower may be more 
attractive personally than Truman, but if 
there is no basic difference in principles 
or methods, what makes Eisenhower or j 
Taft or Dewey or anybody superior to Tru­ 
man? Some blurt the word, character. 
Maybe that is what the businessmen be­ 
lieve that they can sell, but it seems to me 
that without a program, it will be very dif-1 
ficult to establish that one man's charac­ 
ter is so very different from 
another's. 
Character is such an imponderable that 
one man’s likes may be another hatred 
and for no rational or understandable rea­ 
son. 
James F. Byrnes, 
governor of South 
Carolina, in 1949 stated the program of the 
opposition to Truman in a speech in Biloxi, 
Miss. He said: 
“Our first line of defense is not the Elbe 
or the Rhine; it is a sound, solvent Ameri­ 
can economy. And that economy is now' 
threatened. 
“The people who settled this country did 
not come here to establish a government. 
They were seeking liberty, not security. 
They were seeking an opportunity to enjoy 
freedom, the freedom of being let alone.” j

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Recipes For Using Large 
Apple Crop, Given By 
Home Demonstration Agent 


Once Called 
'Food O f Gods' 


“ There is a large crop of ap­ 
elles in the country and in Ohio 
year, and it is expected they 
will be plentiful 
and 
f a i r l y 
priced,” according to Miss Gene­ 
vieve Alley, 
Pickaway County 
home demonstration agent. 
Continuing in the discussion of 
apples, Miss Alley gives 
some 
tacts concerning history of the 
fruit, and pointers 
on 
how 
to 
store and use apples in 
daily 
menus. She said, 
4F “ We sometimes think that ap­ 
ples are an American fruit, but 
we know that 
early 
American 
settlers brought with them the 
seeds and, in some cases, graft­ 
ed trees of European varieties. 
In a publication of 1895 we find 
this excerpt: 
‘Old 
Scandinavian 
traditions 
represent the apple as the food 
of the gods, who, when they felt 
f 
emselves growing feeble and 
firm, resorted to this fruit for 
renewing their powers of mind 
and body. Also the acids of the 
apple are of signal use for men 
of sedentary habits, whose liv­ 
ers are sluggish of action: they 
help to eliminate from the body 
noxious matters, which, if 
re­ 
tained would make the b r a i n 
heavy and dull, or produce jaun­ 
dice, or skin eruptions, or otler 
j u e d troubles. Some experience 
of this sort has led to the cus­ 
tom of our taking apple sauce 
with roast pork, 
roast 
goose, 
and similar rich dishes.’ 
“ Most of the present varieties 
are species from Southwestern 
Asia The stone dwellers, appar­ 
ently, used apples fresh and pre­ 
served them for Winter use by 
drying them in the sun. 
“Cultivation of the apple start­ 
er with the beginning of agricul­ 
ture in Europe. Tile Greek writ­ 
er, 
Theophrastus, 
mentions 
a 
number of varieties grown in 
Greece about the 
4th 
Century 
B.C. Probably, 
only 
a 
Golden 
Apple of great value would in­ 
terest 
present 
day 
b e a u t y 
queens, but the Goddess Aphro­ 
dite was awarded an apple as a 
prize in what may have been Hie 
j’st beauty contest,” according 
m M.ss Alle> . 
“ Apple trees were brought to 
this country by early Colonists 
and 
planted 
in 
the 
colonies. 
F rom 
there 
the 
apple 
‘went 
West.’ John Chapman, an itin­ 
erant 
missionary 
k n o w n 
as 
Johnny App’eseed, roamed Ohio 
and Indiana, teaching the Gos­ 
pel and planting 
apple 
tries. 
At the present time 
American 
Mowers produce about a bushel 
A apple> for each man, woman 
and child in the country.” 
Describing 
varieties 
of 
the 
fruit, she said that, “ Apple vari­ 
eties differ in their ripening per­ 
iod. 
Obviously 
they 
are 
best 
when used close to their ripening 
season. For example 
McIntosh 
should be used in the Fall and 
early Winter. Rome Beauty is a 
late ripening variety and is best 
in the season. The follow- 
mg is a list of varieties and 
their characteristics being 
har­ 
vested now in Ohio: 
* McIntosh—One of the b e s t 
dessert vareties; Grimes — An 
old popular 
variety 
which 
at­ 
tains best quality in the southern 
part of the state. Very good qual­ 
ity for ail uses and splendid for 
apple butter, as it requires little 
ju^gar and cooks quickly w i t h 
iititIe juice. 
Baldwin — Old time favorite, 
general purpose, all Winter ap­ 
ple. Bright red striped a p p l e 
with yellowish firm flesh, agree­ 
ably sub-acid; 
J o n a t h a n - P o p u ­ 
lar Autumn and early Winter, 
red apple for all uses, Excellent 
for eating and holds f i r m 
in 
cooking; 
Delicious — Excellent 
popular red striped Autumn and 
punter eating apple with distinc- 
tnA' style and aroma. 
“ Northern Spy — An old-time 
favorite with excellent quality 
for* all uses. One of the best eat­ 
ing, 
cooking, 
and 
b a k i n g 
apples- 
Speaking of food value. Miss 
Alley said, “ Apples give us some 
vita nun A and varying amounts 
of ascorbic acid or vitamin C. 
They also furnish minerals, or- 
acid, bulk and pectin, all 
of Ahich make them valuable in 
promoting good health. 
When 
storing, 
she 
advised, 
“ Apples, as is the case of a1) 
fruit, need to be handled care­ 
fully. They should be stored in 
a cool moist place. All apples 
should be carefully washed be­ 
fore using, and the 
stem 
and 
blossom ends should be discard­ 
ed. because at these points spray 
l i e n a l is likely to collect.” 
Concluding, Miss 
Alley 
gave 
three suggestions for using 
ap­ 
ples in salads and dessert as fol­ 
lows: 
“ To serve apples raw : As a 
dessert with or without crackers 
and cheese. In a fruit cup or 
combined with other fruits in a 
gelatin salad or dessert. Cored 
and cut into wedges or slices, 
t ‘■'n made into sandwiches. Put 


the slices together with a filling 
of 
peanut 
bulter 
or 
snappy 
cheese. 
“ For a delicious apple dessert 
use: 4 apples; 2 eggs: 
2-3 
c. 
chopped nuts; % c. sugar; 2 t. 
baking powder and 4 T. flour. 
P are apples and chop line. Beat

Local Group 
To Discuss 
Findings 


Waterworks Men 
II old ('on ference 


The addition of fluoride to Cir­ 
cleville w ater is dependent upon 
public reaction and the attitude 
of local dentists. 
That was the stand taken by 
the Ohio Section of the Amer­ 
ican 
Waterworks 
Association 
daring a recent conference in 
Toledo with respect to the 
addition 
of 
the 
chemical 
to 
water supplies in Ohio commu­ 
nities. 
Ervin Leist. Circleville w ater 
department m anager, 
attended 
the conference. 
“ The attitude of the w ater­ 
works people toward the addi­ 
tion of fluoride is one 
of 
ac­ 
ceptance and approval,” 
Leist 
said. “ But they also feel that if 
it is to be added, the 
m o v e 
should be initiated by the pubic 
and the local dental and med- 
cal groups. 
“ The w aterworks people are 
not trying to force it on the 
public.” 
• 
• 
• 
A COMMITTEE of local den­ 
tists m et with Leist last month 
to discuss the m atter. Tentative 
approval of the project was giv­ 
en then by the doctors. 
Leist said another meeting of 
the committee will be held soon, 
during which the results of the 
Toledo conference will be 
dis­ 
cussed. 
Definite action for or against 
the addition of the chemical to 
local water supplies is expected 
to come out of the meeting. 
According to studies 
made 
In other cities throughout the 
country, the addition of the 
chemical to the water appar­ 
ently has helped to combat 
tooth decay. 
The effects on the present gen­ 
eration would be 
small, 
how­ 
ever. The beneficial r e s u l t s 
would be to 
m em bers- of 
the 
younger generation, and would 
not become apparent for IO or 12 
years. 
Fluoride makes teeth more re­ 
sistant to decay by changing the 
chemical composition of enam­ 
el, making it more resistant to 
acids. 
Only a tiny am ount of the 
chemical is added to the water.

“ IF THE WATER w ere treat­ 
ed with the chemical in the pro­ 
portion of one part per million 
gallons, a person would have to 
drink eight glasses a day for 17 
years to accum ulate one ounce 
of fluoride,” Leist explained. 
He said the cost 
per capita 
per year would be from IO cents 
to 30 cents. 
The addition of fluoride to the 
w ater requires careful handling, 
Leist went on. because too much 
of it can cause mottling stains 
on the teeth. 
Home w ater softeners will not 
remove the chemical from 
the 
water.
